Thousands of homes and busi- 
nesses were without power 
Tuesday as severe weather 
roared through several states, 
causing at least one death 
and spawning possible torna- 
does. In West Virginia, about 
140,000 
customers 
were 
without electricity Tuesday 
afternoon, or about 14% of 
all customers tracked in the 
state by poweroutage.us. 
Meanwhile, a spring snow- 
storm was expected to drop 
more than a foot of snow in 
Wisconsin. 
One of the hardest-hit areas 
was northeastern Oklahoma, 
where a strong weather sys- 
tem containing heavy rains 
produced three suspected 
tornadoes. The storms were 
also blamed for the death 
of a 46-year-old homeless 
woman in Tulsa who died 
inside a drainage pipe, po- 
lice said. 
Tulsa Fire Department spokes- 
person Andy Little said the 
woman's boyfriend told au- 
thorities the two had gone 
to sleep at the entrance of 
the drainage pipe and were 
awakened by the flood wa- 
ters. National Weather Ser- 
vice meteorologist Robert 
Darby said up to 1.5 inches 
(3.81 centimeters) of rain fell 
in Tulsa in about one hour be- 
fore moving northeastward 
out of the state. 
"It wasn't a whole lot. But 
when it came down it was 
pretty rapid," Darby said. 
In Ohio, firefighters came to 
the rescue of two people 
who were trapped under a 
bridge early Tuesday when 
the waters of an Ohio river 
began rising, and forecasters 
warned more severe weather 
was headed to the area. 
The two people were sleep- 
ing under the bridge around 
8:45 a.m. when the Scioto 


River started to rise, the Co- 
lumbus Fire Department re- 
ported. While the pair were 
never directly in the water, 
the flooding prevented them 
from returning to the shore, so 
a fire department boat was 
sent to rescue them. 
No injuries were reported. 
In southern Ohio, Mindy 
Broughton, 49, rushed into her 
mobile home Tuesday morn- 
ing as the hail began pouring 
down and the winds picked 
up at the RV Park where she 
has lived near Hanging Rock 
for two years. 
Broughton and her finance 
hunkered down as the mobile 
home quickly began rocking. 
Broughton said her finance 
used his body to shield her 
as the winds raged outside. 
"I said I think we may die to- 
day," she said. 
In a matter of seconds, the 
winds died down. When 
Broughton opened her mo- 
bile home door, she saw the 
devastation left behind. The 
RV Park was littered with de- 
bris and overturned RVs. Luck- 
ily, Broughton said there was 


no one inside the overturned 
mobile homes that could be 
seen in her Facebook Live 
video. 
One neighbor told Broughton 
that he had seen a funnel 
cloud. The National Weather 
Service of Charleston, West 
Virginia, had issued a tornado 
warning for the Mid-Ohio val- 
ley Tuesday morning. 
After Tuesday's storm, Brough- 
ton headed to a nearby 
American Legion building. 
She said she's not sticking 
around in case the weather 
worsens. 
Severe storms also swept 
through far southwestern Indi- 
ana on Tuesday morning, top- 
pling trees and causing pow- 
er outages, leading several 
local school districts to cancel 
the day's classes. More than 
18,000 homes and businesses 
were without power shortly 
before noon Tuesday, includ- 
ing in Vanderburgh County, 
home to Evansville, Indiana's 
third-largest city. 
Residents in Wisconsin were 
bracing for a spring snow- 
storm that forecasters warned 


could dump more than a foot 
of snow in eastern parts of 
the state, including the Green 
Bay area. The state's top elec- 
tion official, Meagan Wolfe, 
urged residents planning to 
vote in Tuesday's presidential 
primaries to consider voting 
earlier in the day, depend- 
ing on their local forecast, 
to avoid travel woes. 
The National Weather Service 
said snowfall totals could 
range from 4 to 8 inches 
over central Wisconsin and 
8 to 14 inches over eastern 
Wisconsin, while wind gusts of 
30 mph to 50 mph will create 
very limited visibility and make 
travel difficult at best. Meteo- 
rologist Scott Cultice with the 
weather service's Green Bay 
office said the storm will bring 
"a very heavy, wet snow" to 
central and eastern Wiscon- 
sin, but is nothing unusual for 
early April in the state. 
"Just three weeks ago we 
were in the 70s, so that kind 
of got people thinking spring 
is right around the corner 
— and here we're in April 
and we're getting a major 


snowstorm," Cultice said. "As 
people say, `That's springtime 
in Wisconsin.' " 
In West Virginia, a storm blew 
off part of a vacant building's 
roof in downtown Charleston, 
littering the street with bricks 
and closing the roadway to 
traffic Tuesday afternoon. 
Trees were dislodged from 
the earth by the roots and 
lay in roads, lawns and in 
some cases, on top of cars. 
Gov. Jim Justice said his team 
is monitoring damage across 
the state,. 
"We know power lines, trees, 
and debris are in the road- 
ways, and I urge everyone 
to proceed with caution," he 
wrote on the social media 
platform X, formerly known 
as Twitter. 
Kentucky Gov. Andy Bes- 
hear declared a state of 
emergency after severe 
storms swept through the 
state Tuesday morning and 
another round was forecast 
later in the day. The storms 
brought tornado warnings, 
heavy rain and wind along 
with hail and lightning. 
"We have reports of substan- 
tial damage to a number of 
structures – and thankfully, as 
of right now we are not aware 
of any fatalities," Beshear said 
in a statement. "We need all 
Kentuckians to stay weather 
aware as we brace for more 
severe weather throughout 
the afternoon and evening." 
Due to pending weather con- 
ditions, all executive branch 
state office buildings were 
closed Tuesday afternoon. 
Some universities around 
the state also canceled in- 
person classes Tuesday after- 
noon and evening because 
of the impending weather. 
Forecasters issued a tornado 
watch for northeast Missis- 
sippi, north Alabama, mid- 
dle Tennessee and parts of 
western Tennessee that runs 
until 9 p.m. Central Standard 
Time.q

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Freight railroads must keep 2-person crews, according to new 
federal rule 2 years in the making

Major freight railroads will 
have to maintain two-per- 
son crews on most routes 
under a new federal rule 
that was finalized Tuesday 
in a milestone in organized 
labor's long fight to pre- 
serve the practice. 
The Transportation Depart- 
ment's 
Federal 
Railroad 
Administration released the 
details of the rule Tuesday 
morning after working on it 
for two years. Out of more 
than 13,000 comments on 
the rule, about 60 opposed 
it. There has been intense 
focus on railroad safety 
since a fiery February 2023 
derailment in Ohio, but few 
significant changes have 
been made apart from 
steps the railroads pledged 
to take themselves and the 
agreements 
they 
made 
to provide paid sick time 
to nearly all workers. Such 
changes include adding 
hundreds more trackside 
detectors and tweaking 
how to respond to alerts 
from 
them. 
A 
railroad 
safety bill proposed in re- 
sponse to the derailment 
has stalled in Congress. Rail 
unions have long opposed 
one-person crews because 
of safety and job concerns. 
Labor agreements requir- 
ing two-person crews have 
been in place for roughly 30 
years at major railroads, al- 
though many short-line rail- 
roads already operate with 
one-person crews without 
problems. The unions say 
that conductors are crucial 
in helping operate the train 
and 
keeping 
engineers 
alert, and that they serve 
as first responders. 
"As trains — many carrying 
hazardous material — have 
grown longer, crews should 
not be getting smaller," 
said Eddie Hall, the presi- 
dent of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers and 
Trainmen union. He praised 
the FRA for taking the step 
President Joe Biden prom- 
ised. Hall said keeping two 
people in the cab of a lo- 
comotive is crucial now 
that railroads rely on longer 
trains that routinely stretch 
for miles. 
Transportation 
Secretary 


Pete Buttigieg said that the 
U.S. shouldn't accept the 
current average of nearly 
three derailments a day, 
and that regulators will 
keep fighting to improve 
that record. "When good 
safety rules have been put 
in place over the years, 
especially after high-pro- 
file incidents, we see de- 
railments come down on 
mainline tracks. But as at- 
tention faded on those in- 
cidents, the railroad indus- 
try lobby was consistently 
able to weaken or delay 
important 
safety 
provi- 
sions," Buttigieg said at a 
news conference. 
Railroads have a history of 
resisting new regulations 
as they sought the dis- 
cretion to operate trains 
with only one person and 
to move conductors to 
ground-based jobs in plac- 
es with automatic brak- 
ing systems. Conductors in 
a truck would respond to 
train problems and derail- 
ments in a certain territory. 
It has been a key issue in 
contract talks for years, 
though the railroads aban- 
doned the proposal just as 
the 2022 negotiations ap- 
proached a strike. 
The railroads argue that the 
size of train crews should 
be determined by con- 
tract talks, not regulators or 
lawmakers, because they 
maintain there isn't enough 
data to show that two- 
person crews are safer. The 
norm on major railroads is 
two-person crews, so cur- 


rent safety statistics reflect 
that reality. The industry 
pointed out that the FRA 
abandoned a similar rule 


during the administration 
of former President Donald 
Trump, with the agency 
saying in 2019 that there 
wasn't enough evidence to 
support it. "FRA is doubling 
down on an unfounded 
and unnecessary regula- 
tion that has no proven 
connection to rail safety," 
said Ian Jefferies, president 
and CEO of the Associa- 
tion of American Railroads 
trade group. 
The East Palestine, Ohio, 
derailment put a nation- 
al spotlight on rail safety 
because of the conse- 
quences of the hazardous 
chemicals that spilled and 
caught fire, forcing thou- 
sands of residents to evac- 
uate and causing lingering 
health concerns.q

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The largest fresh egg producer in the US has found bird flu in 
chickens at Texas and Michigan plants

The largest producer of 
fresh eggs in the U.S. said 
Tuesday it had temporarily 
halted production at a Tex- 
as plant after bird flu was 
found in chickens, and offi- 
cials said the virus had also 
been detected at poultry 
facility in Michigan. 
In Texas, Ridgeland, Mis- 
sissippi-based 
Cal-Maine 
Foods, Inc. said in a state- 
ment that approximately 
1.6 million laying hens and 
337,000 pullets, about 3.6% 
of its total flock, were de- 
stroyed after the infection, 
avian influenza, was found 
at the facility in Parmer 
County, Texas. 
The plant is on the Texas- 
New Mexico border in the 
Texas Panhandle about 85 
miles (137 kilometers) south- 
west of Amarillo and about 
370 miles (595 kilometers) 
northwest of Dallas. 
"The Company continues 
to work closely with feder- 
al, state and local govern- 
ment officials and focused 
industry groups to mitigate 
the risk of future outbreaks 
and effectively manage 
the response," according 
to the statement. 
"Cal-Maine Foods is working 
to secure production from 


other facilities to minimize 
disruption to its customers," 
the statement said. 
The company said there 
is no known bird flu risk as- 
sociated with eggs that 
are currently in the market 
and no eggs have been re- 
called. 
Eggs that are properly han- 
dled and cooked are safe 
to eat, according to the 


U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. 
The 
announcement 
by 
Cal-Maine comes a day 
after state health officials 
said a person had been di- 
agnosed with bird flu after 
being in contact with cows 
presumed to be infected, 
and that the risk to the pub- 
lic remains low. 
In 
Michigan, 
Michigan 


State University's Veterinary 
Diagnostic Laboratory has 
detected bird flu in a com- 
mercial poultry facility in 
Ionia County, according to 
the Michigan's Department 
of Agriculture and Rural 
Development. 
The county is about 100 
miles (161 kilometers) north- 
west of Detroit. 
The department said it re- 


ceived confirmation of the 
disease Monday from the 
lab and that it is the fourth 
time since 2022 that the 
disease was detected at a 
commercial facility in Mich- 
igan. 
Department spokesperson 
Jennifer Holton said Tues- 
day that state law prohibits 
the department from dis- 
closing the type of poultry 
at the facility in Ionia. 
The 
facility 
has 
been 
placed under quarantine 
and the department does 
not anticipate any disrup- 
tions to supply chains across 
the state, Holton said. 
The human case in Texas 
marks the first known in- 
stance globally of a person 
catching this version of bird 
flu from a mammal, federal 
health officials said. 
Dairy cows in Texas and 
Kansas were reported to 
be infected with bird flu last 
week — and federal agri- 
culture officials later con- 
firmed infections in a Michi- 
gan dairy herd that had re- 
cently received cows from 
Texas. 
The company said Cal- 
Maine sells most of its eggs 
in the Southwestern, South- 
eastern, Midwestern and 
mid-Atlantic regions of the 
United States.q

Lawsuit seeks to force ban on menthol cigarettes 
after months of delays by Biden administration

WASHINGTON (AP) — Anti- 
smoking groups sued the 
U.S. government Tuesday 
over a long-awaited ban 
on 
menthol 
cigarettes, 
which has been idling at 
the White House for months. 


The lawsuit is the latest ef- 
fort to force the govern- 
ment to ban menthols, 
which are disproportion- 
ately used by Black smok- 
ers and young people. It 
comes amid growing con- 
cerns from advocates that 
the federal plan could be 


derailed by election-year 
politics.Health officials un- 
der President Joe Biden ini- 
tially targeted last August to 
publish the rule eliminating 
the minty flavor. Late last 
year, White House officials 
said they would take until 
March to review the rule. 
Three nonprofit groups, in- 
cluding Action on Smok- 
ing and Health, filed their 
lawsuit in a federal court in 
California after the March 
deadline passed. 
"Because of defendants' 
inaction, tobacco com- 
panies have continued to 
use menthol cigarettes to 
target youth, women, and 
the Black community — all 
to the detriment of public 
health," the groups state in 
their complaint. 


A spokesperson for the 
White House declined to 
comment on the lawsuit 
Tuesday. The Food and 
Drug 
Administration 
has 
spent years developing the 
plan to eliminate menthol, 
estimating it could prevent 
300,000 to 650,000 smoking 
deaths over several de- 
cades. Most of those pre- 
ventable deaths would be 
among Black Americans. 
Like all major federal regu- 
lations, the plan must get 
final approval from the 
White House. 
Previous FDA efforts on 
menthol have been scut- 
tled by tobacco industry 
pushback or competing 
political 
priorities 
across 
several 
administrations. 
The latest delay comes as 


Democrats voice worries 
about Biden's prospects in 
a rematch against former 
President Donald Trump. 
White House officials have 
held dozens of meetings 
with groups opposing the 
menthol 
ban, 
including 
civil rights advocates, busi- 
ness owners and law en- 
forcement officials. Some 
suggested a rule targeting 
menthols could suppress 
Biden's 
turnout 
among 
Black voters. In almost all 
cases, groups opposing the 
ban receive financial sup- 
port from tobacco com- 
panies. In recent months, 
supporters of the plan have 
tried to assure the White 
House that banning men- 
thol will not hurt Biden's re- 
election chances.q

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Aid organizations suspend operations in Gaza after World Central 
Kitchen workers' deaths

NEW YORK (AP) — Several 
humanitarian aid organiza- 
tions suspended operations 
in Gaza on Tuesday after 
Israeli airstrikes killed sev- 
en World Central Kitchen 
workers. 
The nonprofits, including 
World Central Kitchen, said 
they now need to deter- 
mine whether their work- 
ers can safely provide aid 
in the region. According to 
the United Nations, more 
than 180 humanitarian aid 
workers have died since 
the war began in October. 
"We are horrified and heart- 
broken by the tragic killing 
of seven innocent humani- 
tarians in Gaza," said Chris 
Skopec, 
executive 
vice 
president of global health 
at Project HOPE, which op- 
erates health clinics in Ra- 
fah and Deir al-Balah and 
provides medical supplies 
and other aid to area hos- 
pitals. 
The three World Central 
Kitchen vehicles, hit after 
loading up with food from 
a nearby warehouse, were 
clearly marked and their 
movements were known to 
the Israeli military, accord- 


ing to the organization. 
Those steps are what hu- 
manitarian workers use to 
try to ensure their safety 
in the dangerous region, 
Skopec said. For the World 
Central Kitchen convoy to 
still be hit with military fire 
increased 
apprehension 
among aid workers in the 
region, he said. 
"There needs to be ac- 
countability," Skopec said. 
"The government of Israel 


needs to be able to give 
assurances that they con- 
sider aid workers legitimate 
actors in Gaza and that 
international law will be re- 
spected. We need to be 
able to do this critical, life- 
saving work safely." 
Israeli Prime Minister Benja- 
min Netanyahu acknowl- 
edged that the country's 
forces had carried out the 
"unintended strike ... on in- 
nocent people." He said 


officials were looking into 
the strike and would work 
to ensure it did not happen 
again. 
In a briefing Tuesday, White 
House 
national 
security 
spokesman John Kirby said 
the United States is con- 
cerned the incident could 
have a chilling effect on 
other groups carrying out 
aid operations in the terri- 
tory. 
Anera, a partner of World 


Central Kitchen and Proj- 
ect HOPE that provides hu- 
manitarian aid in the Mid- 
dle East, also announced 
Tuesday it would take the 
"unprecedented step" of 
pausing its humanitarian 
operations in Gaza. Since 
the war began, Anera's 
team has provided an av- 
erage of 150,000 meals dai- 
ly in Gaza. 
"The blatant nature of the 
attack on WCK's convoy 
has proven that aid workers 
are currently under attack," 
said Anera media relations 
officer Steve Fake. "Our de- 
cision to resume aid relies 
on the safety of our staff." 
The International Medical 
Corps, which has one of 
the largest fields hospitals 
in Rafah with 140 beds said 
it is "rethinking our process," 
including its plans to set 
up another field hospital in 
Deir al-Balah. 
"It is devastating," said Dr. 
Zawar Ali, who has been 
running the Rafah field 
hospital and is working to 
set up the new hospital. "It 
really is an immense blow 
to morale. It puts us (in) a 
very uncertain position in 
terms of our coordination 
with the different actors for 
security."q

Cyprus president asks EU Commission chief to get 
Lebanon to stop migrants from leaving its shores

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — The 
president of Cyprus said on 
Tuesday that he has person- 
ally asked the head of the 
European Union's execu- 
tive arm to intercede with 
Lebanese authorities to stop 
boatloads of Syrian refugees 
from heading to the east 
Mediterranean island na- 
tion. President Nikos Christo- 
doulides told reporters that 
Lebanon is the beneficiary 
of significant EU financial aid 
for both its own citizens and 
for the hundreds of thou- 
sands of Syrian refugees it 
continues to host, but that 
doesn't come without strings 
attached. 
"This aid can't be given while 
we have to deal with this is- 
sue," Christodoulides said, 


adding that he personally 
spoke with EU Commission 
Chief Ursula von der Leyen. 
In the last 48 hours, more 
than 350 migrants and 
asylum seekers, almost ex- 
clusively Syrian nationals, 
arrived in Cyprus by boat, 
according to Cypriot gov- 
ernment spokesman Con- 
stantinos 
Letymbiotis. 
It's 
believed more boatloads 
of migrants are on their 
way.Last month, some 450 
Syrian migrants aboard six 
boats were spotted off the 
southeastern coast of Cy- 
prus within a 24-hour span. 
All six boats had departed 
from Lebanon. 
"It's not only the Republic of 
Cyprus but the EU itself that 
is facing a serious problem, 
given these phenomena we 
have seen in recent days," 


Christodoulides said. 
The EU is willing to give Leb- 
anon more money to cope 
with the huge number of 
refugees it hosts, but "for this 
thing to happen, Lebanon 
shouldn't allow migrants to 
leave and come to Cyprus," 
he added. 
The Cypriot president also 
said the recent seaborne 
influx of Syrian migrants has 
put Cyprus back into "crisis 
mode" despite managing 
in recent months to repatri- 
ate more migrants who had 
their asylum applications re- 
jected than those arriving. 
Christodoulides chaired an 
ad-hoc meeting of top po- 
lice and government officials 
Tuesday in an effort to come 
up with ways of dealing with 
the sudden migrant influx.He 
said his government could 


adopt additional, tempo- 
rary measures designed to 
help authorities cope with 
the influx that may not be 
"liked" by Cypriots. He did 
not elaborate. 
Meanwhile, Cyprus said a 
government proposal to 
enable repatriations of Syr- 
ian refugees by designat- 
ing specific areas within 
the country as safe zones 


is "gaining ground" among 
the island nation's fellow EU 
member states. 
Justice Minister Constanti- 
nos Ioannou said that giv- 
en the potential risk of the 
Israeli-Hamas war in Gaza 
engulfing 
Lebanon 
and 
other Middle Eastern states, 
it's incumbent on the EU to 
reach a collective decision 
on Syria.q

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Ukrainians file online compensation claims as register opens of 
damage to homes caused by war

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — A register for Ukrai- 
nians to seek compensation 
for damage to their homes 
as a result of Russia's inva- 
sion opened Tuesday and 
more than 100 people filed 
online claims, ministers at- 
tending a conference on 
justice for Ukraine said. 
"It's a sign of how high the 
demand is, but it's also a 
sign of how thirsty people 
are for justice," Ukrainian For- 
eign Minister Dmytro Kuleba 
told reporters. 
The Hague-based Register 
of Damage Caused by the 
Aggression of the Russian 
Federation against Ukraine, 
also known as RD4U, was es- 
tablished by the Council of 
Europe last year. 
The dozens of compensa- 
tion applications filed Tues- 
day are the tip of an ice- 
berg. The Council of Europe 
expects between 300,000 
and 600,000 claims. RD4U 
aims to allow further claims 
soon, including those relat- 
ed to damage or destruc- 
tion of Ukrainian critical in- 
frastructure. 
The register will not pay out 
any claims, but is a stepping 
stone toward an internation- 
al compensation mecha- 
nism that has not yet been 
established. 
As the conference opened 


with the devastating war 
sparked by Russia's invasion 
in its third year, Ukrainian 
President Volodymyr Zelen- 
skyy used a video message 
to urge delegates to con- 
tinue efforts to tackle impu- 
nity for war crimes in order to 
"provide real strength to our 
common security — security 
from aggressions and terror." 
In a closing declaration, 
44 countries, including the 
United States, United King- 
dom, Germany and France, 
pledged to work toward es- 
tablishing a special tribunal 


for the investigation and 
prosecution of the crime of 
aggression against Ukraine 
where Russian leaders could 
be prosecuted. 
"We welcome significant 
progress made in this re- 
gard, and we encourage 
interested States and inter- 
national organisations to 
strengthen their efforts to 
secure a sound legal ba- 
sis and broad international 
support for the completion 
of this process," the declara- 
tion said. 
Talks have been going on 


for months on the form such 
a tribunal could take in or- 
der to ensure Russian lead- 
ers cannot claim immunity. 
Kuleba said there were 
ways to move past the issue 
of immunity. 
"These countries who put 
forward this reservation can 
simply withdraw. Second ... 
this issue can be left to the 
tribunal itself - there is an in- 
ternational legal practice 
that the tribunal itself de- 
cides on the jurisdiction it 
possesses." 
The International Criminal 


Court does not currently 
have jurisdiction to pros- 
ecute the crime of aggres- 
sion in the Russia-Ukraine 
war. 
The ICC, however, has is- 
sued arrest warrants for 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin and the country's 
commissioner for children's 
rights charging them with 
personal responsibility for 
the abductions of children 
from Ukraine. 
The court also has issued 
warrants for two senior Rus- 
sian military officers for al- 
leged responsibility for at- 
tacks on critical infrastruc- 
ture in Ukraine. 
"Let the real peace be re- 
stored faster. And let every- 
one who destroys peace be 
truly afraid of facing trial in 
The Hague," Zelenskyy said 
in a video message. 
Ukraine's prosecutor gen- 
eral, Andriy Kostin, told the 
meeting that his country has 
identified 551 war crimes 
suspects, indicted 374 and 
has already prosecuted 104 
people. Opening the con- 
ference, Dutch Foreign Min- 
ister Hanke Bruins Slot said 
the devastating toll of Rus- 
sian attacks underscored 
the need to support Ukraine. 
"Because if we don't, the 
country's justice system will 
eventually collapse under 
the weight of these atroci- 
ties," she said.q

Haiti’s surge in gang violence has led more than 
53,000 to flee the capital in less than three weeks

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 
— More than 53,000 peo- 
ple have fled Haiti's capital 


in less than three weeks, 
the vast majority to escape 
unrelenting gang violence, 
according to a United Na- 
tions report released Tues- 


day. 
More than 60% are headed 
to Haiti's rural southern re- 
gion, which worries U.N. of- 
ficials. 
"Our 
humanitarian 
col- 
leagues emphasized that 
these departments do not 
have sufficient infrastruc- 
ture, and host communi- 
ties do not have sufficient 
resources, to cope with the 
large number of people 
fleeing Port-au-Prince," said 
U.N. spokesman Stephane 
Dujarric. 
The southern region already 
hosts more than 116,000 
Haitians who previously left 
Port-au-Prince, according 
to the report by the U.N.'s 


International Organization 
for Migration. 
The exodus from the capi- 
tal of some 3 million people 
began shortly after power- 
ful gangs launched a series 
of attacks on government 
institutions at the end of 
February. Gunmen have 
burned 
police 
stations, 
opened fire on the main 
international airport that re- 
mains closed and stormed 
Haiti's two biggest prisons, 
releasing more than 4,000 
inmates. 
More than 1,500 people 
have been reported killed 
up to March 22, and an- 
other 17,000 have been left 
homeless, according to the 


U.N. 
Among the rare travel- 
ers trying to head north 
instead of south from the 
capital were Marjorie Mi- 
chelle-Jean, a 42-year-old 
street vendor, and her two 
children, ages 4 and 7. 
"I want to see them alive," 
she said, explaining that 
stray bullets keep hitting 
the tin roof of their home. 
Last week, they tried twice 
to travel to her hometown 
of Mirebalais in central Haiti 
but were forced to turn 
back because of road- 
blocks. 
"I will definitely try again," 
she said. "It's absolutely not 
safe in Port-au-Prince."q

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Visit the historic museum at Fort Zoutman! 


(Oranjestad)—Located 
in 
the middle of downtown 
Oranjestad, situated right 
next to the government 
building “Cocolishi”, is one 
of the oldest buildings of 
Aruba: Fort Zoutman. First 
constructed in 1796, this 
site has been used (or left 
unused) in many ways and 
have survived eras of war 
and 
attempted 
disman- 
tling. 


When anyone refers to Fort 
Zoutman, they are actu- 
ally referring to two sepa- 
rate buildings that, over the 
years, have been merged: 
the fort and the tower. 
That’s 
right, 
the 
iconic 
5-story, squared tower was 
not part of the original 
structure of the fort, and 
is actually called “Willem 
III Toren”. Constructed in 
1867, this tower was named 
after the then-reigning king 


of The Netherlands, Willem 
III. Willem III Toren was origi- 
nally a light tower, but after 
a request from Lieutenant 
Governor Jan Helenus in 
1866, it also became a bell 
tower. 
The fort itself was originally 
constructed 
to 
protect 
the 
commerce 
bay 
of 
Paardenbaai from pirates 
and 
other 
disreputable 
characters 
roaming 
the 
Caribbean Sea. Unlike the 


Willem III Toren, Fort Zout- 
man had a more tumul- 
tuous past, including the 
on-and-off 
reception 
of 
unwanted members of the 
English military several times 
(The Netherlands was at 
constant war with England 
back in the colonial era). 
Over the years, both the 
fort and the tower had 
functioned 
as 
different 
government center points, 
including a tax and stamps 
office. For some time these 
two buildings also housed 
a police precinct and jail, 
and 
even 
experienced 
abandonment 
until 
the 
Cultural 
Center 
Aruba 
Foundation 
(CCA) 
peti- 
tioned for its renovation in 


1964, turning the site into 
the Historic Museum it cur- 
rently is. 
Despite its small size, The 
Historic Museum guards a 
rich depository of the com- 
mercial, military and social 
history of Oranjestad, offer- 
ing a glance into how the 
social culture of the town 
came to be. If you are in- 
terested in history and want 
to learn more about Aruba, 
then Fort Zoutman should 
definitely be included into 
your itinerary. 
The museum is open Mon- 
day to Friday from 9am- 
6pm, and Saturday from 
10am-2pm.q

Conforming to the inter- 
national treaty of CITES 
and our local law which 
protects our Flora & Fau- 
na, it is absolutely prohib- 
ited to take any seashell, 
sand and coral outside 
of Aruba. This is to protect 
our environment. The high 
number of seashells, coral 
and amount of sand con- 
fiscated is very strange and 
it is suspected that our own 
locals are the ones selling 
these to the tourists, which 
is unacceptable. 
Upon confiscation at the 
airport, you can also face 
a fine that they have to 


pay before leaving. This is 
surely not a pleasant ex- 
perience for the tourist. This 
also leads to a negative 
reaction which can put our 
tourism in a negative light. 


Though we love to accom- 
modate our visitors, let’s all 
give nature the respect it 
deserves by protecting our 
environment. Stop collect- 
ing seashells, white sand 
and corals from our shores 
and stop buying or ac- 
cepting these from local 
sellers or companies.

Our hidden island treasure 
Episode CCLI - 251 


Each week, Island Insight shares with you a story 
of Aruba through the eyes of Etnia Nativa, a native 
venue that welcomes curious visitors to an island ex- 
perience far beyond their usual expectations and 
connects each one with the mystical aspects of the 
island, its native culture, and its colonial heritage. In 
this episode and from that educational glance, we 
share intriguing curiosities concerning museums and 
collectors. 


Museums emerged in the Renaissance period with 
the so-called cabinets of curiosities, which were pri- 
vate collections that housed a wide variety of ob- 
jects, including natural specimens, scientific instru- 
ments, artwork, cultural items, and diverse artifacts, 
among others. 


These collections, often assembled by scholars, scien- 
tists, and wealthy individuals who sought to acquire 
knowledge about the natural world, represented the 
early integration of science and technological devel- 
opment. 
As scientific knowledge expanded and diversified, 
specialized museums began to emerge, and each 
museum represented the particular collection that 
shared the interests and advancements of its particu- 
lar era and country. In addition to their function as re- 
positories of scientific knowledge, museums have in- 
creasingly embraced an interactive and educational 
role while maintaining a continuous evolution. 
It’s fascinating to see how, over time, museums have 
transformed and adapted to new roles and perspec- 
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Visit the island’s popular cave sites! 


(Oranjestad)—Among the 
endless sea of dark brown 
sand and cacti, there are 
two caves hidden in the 
outskirts of San Nicolas, in 
the north-eastern area of 
the island. These caves, 
The Quadiriki cave and The 
Fontein Cave are open to 
visitors of the Arikok Na- 
tional Park, so if you ever 
decide to take an “off- 
road” tour in the park, be 
sure to visit these prehis- 
toric caves…and be sure to 
bring a flashlight! 


Quadirikiri Cave 
Known for its two cham- 
bers accompanied by a 
skylight, the Quadikiri Cave 
is the most popular cave 
among locals and tourists, 
as it is easy to walk through 
and provides great lighting 
for pictures. 


As with all prehistoric or an- 
cient sites, there is always 
a folk legend that adds to 
the lore and mystery of the 
site. The Quadirikiri cave 
is no different. The most 
well-known legend behind 
the cave could be consid- 
ered as Aruba’s first love 
story, as it tells the tale of 
the undying love between 
the chief’s daughter and 
her beloved. As legend 
would have it, the chief 
disapproved of his daugh- 
ter’s choice of lover, as 
he thought him unworthy. 
Stubborn and filled with an- 
ger, the daughter refused 
to turn away her beloved. 


So, the chief decided to 
lock her up in the Quadirikiri 


Cave, in hopes that she 
would soon calm down 
and turn away her lover. 
Her beloved, in turn, was 
locked away in the Tunnel 
of Love (Now known as the 
Huliba Cave). 


Through the pathways un- 
derneath the Tunnel of 
Love running up to the 
Quadiriki cave, the two 
love bird found each other, 
and refused to let each 
other go. Because of their 
stubbornness, 
they 
both 
died in the Quadiriki Cave, 
their ascending spirits burn- 
ing two holes in the ceiling 
of the cave. This is why the 
cave has two holes through 
which 
sunlight 
passes 
through to illuminate the 
chamber. 


Though there have been 
discoveries of Amerindian 
drawing on the wall, these 
have mostly been ruined 
by 
vandalism. 
However, 
the Fontein Cave further 
up north, provides a better 
glimpse in prehistoric Amer- 
indian paintings. 


Fontein Cave 
Longer than the Quadirikiri 
Cave, the Fontein Cave 
contains 
pathways 
that 
stretch to the limestone 
walls further down. Here 
is also where prehistoric 
drawings can be seen. 
Though this cave does not 
have its own legend, this 
was speculated to have 
been 
occupied—or 
at 
least used by prehistoric Ar- 
awak settlers on the island 
for rituals and other spiritual 


ceremonies. 


The Huliba Cave/ Tunnel of 
Love 
The Huliba Cave, formerly 
known as the Tunnel of 
Love, was once open to 
the public, and was the 
biggest and most acces- 
sible of all three caves. This 
cave had five chambers, 
including one that is heart- 
shaped. This cave had nar- 
row stairs that led to long 
pathways deep into the 
cave, with a staircase lead- 
ing to the exit on the other 
side. In one of the cham- 
bers, there used to be the 
carving of the Virgin Mary, 
put there for the protection 
of the cave. 


However, the Huliba Cave 
has 
been 
permanently 
closed for a few years now, 
as a way to preserve the 
bat population that lives 
in the cave. These Long 
Tongue Fruit Bats and In- 
sect Eater Bats are very im- 
portant to the ecosystem of 
the island. Though this cave 
is no longer accessible to 
the public, it surely is inter- 
esting to learn more about 
the history of these caves 
and the Awarak tribes that 
resided or utilized them. 


Do note that these caves 
are very dark, humid, hot, 
and are inhabited by bats. 
Do 
wear 
comfortable 
clothing and shoes, as the 
pathways in these caves 
may be rough and bumpy, 
and don’t forget to bring a 
flashlight!q 


Note to visitors: 
Due to heavy rainfall in the past few days, Arikok National 
Park has informed that they have closed the Quadirikiri 
Cave until further notice for the safety of visitors. 


Fontein remains open from 9am to 4pm. 
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Helpful tips for your stay on Aruba 


(Oranjestad)—When travel- 
ing to another country, es- 
pecially for the first time, it 
is always better to be over- 
prepared than under-pre- 
pared. That is why we have 
a list of basic—but impor- 
tant—information that we 
think may come in handy 
to Aruba’s visitors. 


Electrical power 
Aruba generally operates 
on 110V to 127V supply volt- 
age and 60Hz. There are also 
three types of outlets used 
on the island: type A with 
two flat prongs; type B with 
two flat and one grounding 
prong, and on occasion, 
type F with two round prong 
and two earth clips on the 
side. However, Type A is most 
commonly found in homes 
and establishments. 


Drinking water 
The water that flows through 
the sinks of every house, ho- 
tels and other establishments 
is distilled and perfectly safe 
to drink. Aruba’s drinking wa- 
ter exceeds WHO’s interna- 
tional standards for water 
quality, so there is no need 
to buy bottled water from 
the store. 


Supermarket hours 
Supermarket hours may vary 
depending on where you 
are staying on the island. 
Generally though, most su- 


permarkets are open from 
8am to 9 or 10pm, Monday 
through Saturday. On Sun- 
days, supermarkets gen- 
erally close earlier; mostly 
around 2pm.

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Millennial Money: Why adding a child as an authorized user might 
not help their credit

As parents, we want the best 
for our children: health, hap- 
piness — and hardy credit. 
Having a strong credit profile 
can determine whether your 
kid gets approved for a loan 
or how much they'll pay for 
car insurance when they're 
grown. But establishing credit 
for someone with no credit 
history is challenging. 
A common workaround is for 
parents to add their children 
as authorized users on their 
credit card accounts. Credit 
checks aren't required, and 
the user can quickly piggy- 
back on the primary card- 
holder's credit history. But this 
arrangement isn't always the 
right move. Here's what to 
know about the potential 
limitations of adding your kid 
as an authorized user and 
alternative ways they can 
build credit. 
THEY MIGHT BE TOO YOUNG 
TO REAP THE BENEFITS 
If you're hoping to boost your 
child's credit before they 
even learn to tell time, you 
could face roadblocks. For 
one, your kid may not qualify 
for authorized user status. 
While some card issuers don't 
have age restrictions, others 
require a minimum age of 
13 or older. 
Even if you can add your 
child, the issuer may not re- 
port their account details to 
the credit bureaus. Some is- 
suers allow kids as young as 


13 to become authorized 
users but only report credit 
information for those age 
18 and older. It's wise to ask 
your credit card company 
how authorized user arrange- 
ments work. 
MISUSE CAN LEAD TO DAM- 
AGED CREDIT 
Being an authorized user 
doesn't guarantee improved 
credit. "Same as the primary 
account holder, it can af- 
fect your credit positively 
or negatively, depending 
on how the card is used," 
says Bruce McClary, senior 
vice president of member- 
ship and communications 
at the National Foundation 


for Credit Counseling. If you 
have a record of on-time 
payments and don't use too 
much available credit, that 
can generate or help your 
kid's credit score. But your 
credit and your child's can 
suffer if either person uses the 
account unfavorably. 
Ultimately, it's up to the par- 
ent to keep the account in 
good standing. 
"When you add someone 
as an authorized user, that's 
what they are. They're au- 
thorized to use the card but 
they are not legally bound 
to pay the bill. You are le- 
gally bound to pay the bill," 
says Julie Beckham, an ac- 


credited financial counselor 
and financial educator in 
the Boston area. You don't 
need to give your kid the 
credit card. As long as the 
primary cardholder keeps 
their account open and 
active, the authorized user's 
credit will share the effects. If 
you give your child the card, 
set some ground rules. Talk 
about when it's OK to use the 
card, how much they're al- 
lowed to spend and who will 
make the payments. Some 
credit card companies let 
you place spending limits 
for authorized users. 
Removing your kid as an 
authorized user can undo 


damage to their credit if the 
arrangement goes wrong. 
AUTHORIZED USER STATUS 
MIGHT NOT BE ENOUGH FOR 
FUTURE LENDERS 
Some lenders don't take au- 
thorized user accounts into 
consideration when review- 
ing credit applications or give 
them much weight. "If you're 
a lender and you're looking 
at someone and you see the 
designation that they're an 
authorized user rather than 
the primary account holder, 
it's just telling you that this 
person did not have to go 
through a credit approval 
process to have access to 
that account," McClary says. 
Having an account in their 
own name puts your kid in a 
stronger position because it 
shows they're equipped to 
manage payments. You can 
guide them toward oppor- 
tunities in adulthood. 
"There are credit-builder loans 
that are available. There are 
starter credit cards for young 
adult consumers, where the 
threshold for approval is a 
little bit lower. You can also 
look at options for secured 
credit cards that require no 
credit check, but they require 
a good faith deposit in order 
to open the account," Mc- 
Clary says. Co-signing your 
kid's car or student loan can 
also help build their credit 
as they make on-time pay- 
ments, but as with authorized 
user relationships, make sure 
you understand the risks.q

companies roll out total solar eclipse promotions 


NEW YORK (AP) — More 
and more businesses are 
taking advantage of the 
total solar eclipse set to dim 
skies across North America 
on Monday. 
In the snacks department 
alone, Krispy Kreme is team- 
ing up with Oreo to sell a 
limited 
doughnut-cookie 
creation. Sonic Drive-In is 


selling a “Blackout Slush 
Float.” 
And 
Frito-Lay’s 
SunChips has unveiled a 
new flavor that will only be 
available during the celes- 
tial event’s nearly 4 and a 
half minutes of totality. 
MoonPie also kicked off 
a “Sun vs. Moon” smack- 
down-themed 
campaign 
as the chocolate snack 


maker promotes its “eclipse 
survival kit,” made up of 
four mini MoonPies and two 
pairs of eclipse glasses. 
Meanwhile, 
airlines 
like 
Southwest and Delta have 
advertised eclipse-viewing 
flight paths. And beyond 
promotions from big-name 
brands, 
small 
businesses 
along the 115 mile (185 
kilometer)-wide prime path 
are leading the charge to 
meet the incoming tourist 
demand. 
Some towns and local ven- 
dors have been anticipat- 
ing the celestial event and 
its huge crowds for years. 


There are oodles of spe- 
cial eclipse safety glasses 
for sale, along with T-shirts 
emblazoned with clever 
slogans and more astro- 
nomical souvenirs. Other 
offerings include eclipse- 
themed 
beer, 
specialty 
dining 
packages 
and 
watch parties at amuse- 
ment parks, wineries and 
zoos. 
Marketing 
tied 
to 
rare 
spectacles, like the sun’s 
disappearing act behind 
the moon, isn’t new. 
In 2017, the last time the 
U.S. saw a big slice of a 
total solar eclipse, scores 


of companies tapped into 
the action — including 
Krispy Kreme. 
The Charlotte, North Caro- 
lina-based company pre- 
viously rolled out limited- 
edition chocolate glazed 
doughnuts for the 2017 
eclipse, and those treats 
have made a few returns 
since. But that might not be 
the case for this year’s “To- 
tal Solar Eclipse Doughnut.” 
The 
Krispy 
Kreme-Oreo 
combo is set to be avail- 
able from Friday through 
Monday, according to an 
announcement from the 
chain this week.q

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Baseball players' union head Tony Clark nearly doubled pay to 
$4.25 million last year

NEW YORK (AP) — Baseball 
players' association head 
Tony Clark nearly doubled 
his pay to $4.25 million in 
2023, according the union's 
annual federal disclosure fil- 
ing Monday. 
Clark's income had risen from 
just under $2 million in his first 
full year after succeeding Mi- 
chael Weiner as executive 
director in 2014 to $2.25 mil- 
lion annually from 2019-2022. 
The union said Clark's salary 
was $3.25 million and his 2023 
income included a $1 million 
bonus that followed collec- 
tive bargaining. The players' 
association said it thought 
that bonus was similar to 
what other major league 
union executive directors 
received. 
Clark has a $17.95 million, 
five-year contract that in- 
cludes salaries of $3.41 mil- 
lion this year, $3.58 million in 
2025, $3.76 million in 2026 and 
$3.95 million in 2027, accord- 
ing to a financial statement 
by Mazars that also was filed 
Monday. 
The disclosure of this raise 
came roughly two years after 
Clark oversaw a lockout that 
ended with a new collective 
bargaining agreement and 
about two weeks after lawyer 
Harry Marino attempted to 
rally players and oust Clark's 
No. 2, chief negotiator Bruce 
Meyer. Marino's critiques in- 


clude mismanagement of 
MLBPA funds. 
The players last week ap- 
peared to reject Marino's 
insurgency. Clark said the 
executive 
subcommittee 
authorized him to release 
a statement saying: "We still 
have issues to discuss, but 
one thing clear among the 
MLB executive subcommit- 
tee members is that this is no 
longer a Harry Marino discus- 
sion, in any respect." 
Marino earned $215,993 in 
2023 before leaving the union 
last July. After helping minor 
league players unionize, Ma- 
rino joined the MLBPA staff in 


September 2022 and earned 
$68,977 during the remainder 
of the year. 
Meyer increased his pay to 
$1.55 million from $1.36 mil- 
lion in 2022, when he was 
promoted in July to deputy 
executive director from se- 
nior director of collective 
bargaining and legal. He 
has a five-year contract for 
$7.8 million that includes sala- 
ries of $1.5 million last year, 
$1.53 million this year, $1.56 
million in 2025, $1,592,000 in 
2026 and $1,624,000 in 2027. 
His agreement may be ter- 
minated by either side with 
90 days' notice and by the 


union at any time for cause. 
DeMaurice Smith, executive 
director of the NFL Players As- 
sociation, earned roughly 
$9.3 million in the year end- 
ing Feb. 28, 2023, then left last 
summer. Tamika Tremaglio, 
executive director of the Na- 
tional Basketball Players As- 
sociation before resigning in 
November, made $3.1 million 
in the year ending Sept. 30. 
Total MLBPA spending on em- 
ployees rose to $16.6 million 
last year from $15.4 million in 
2022 and $11.9 million in 2021. 
General counsel Matt Nuss- 
baum earned $866,168 and 
deputy general counsel Jeff 


Perconte $681,330. Senior 
adviser Ian Penny, who had 
been general counsel until 
July 2022, earned $834,404 
and chief operating officer 
Xavier James $662,952. 
Former players listed include 
Chris Capuano, senior direc- 
tor of operation ($432,625), 
and Dave Winfield, a special 
adviser to Clark ($367,500). 
Other former players are 
special assistants Mike My- 
ers ($278,319), Steve Rog- 
ers ($276,775), Phil Bradley 
($246,206), 
Rick 
Helling 
($217,324) and Bobby Bonilla 
($132,477). 
Jeffrey Hammonds, associate 
director player programs and 
initiatives, was at $25,884. 
As part of its disclosure, the 
union filed its revised consti- 
tution, which specifies 38 ex- 
ecutive board seats are held 
by major leaguers and 34 by 
minor leaguers. 
The union paid $427,484 in 
rent for its Arizona office, 
whose opening was an- 
nounced in February 2023. 
Rent for the main office in 
New York totaled $2,085,336. 
The accompanying financial 
statement says the union 
signed a 15-year lease in 
December for a new of- 
fice space it estimates it will 
move to in October with a 
five-year extension possible. 
The union's rent obligations 
for all leases will rise from $2.3 
million in 2024 to $3.7 million 
in 2028.q

Germany withdraws soccer jerseys with 
number 44 because of Nazi symbolism 


BERLIN (AP) — The German 
soccer federation and Adi- 
das have stopped the sale 
of Germany jerseys with the 
number 44 because of a 
resemblance to the logo of 
the Nazi Party's notorious SS 
paramilitary units. 
Adidas on Monday stopped 
offering the personalization 
of jerseys with names and 
numbers, and the federa- 
tion halted the delivery of 
jerseys with the number 44 
from its own online shop. 
The federation said it was 
looking for an alternative 
design for the number 4 
together with its partner, 


11teamsports. 
"None of the parties in- 
volved saw any proximity to 
Nazi symbolism in the devel- 
opment process of the jer- 
sey design," the federation 
said on X, formerly Twitter. 
The moves to withdraw jer- 
seys with number 44 came 
after it was pointed out that 
the two fours together re- 
sembled the stylized SS used 
by the Nazi Party's Schutz- 
staffel group. Commonly 
known as the SS, it included 
police units, combat forces 
and others who ran the con- 
centration camps that car- 
ried out the mass killings of 


civilians during World War II. 
The stylized SS symbol is 
banned in Germany today. 
Adidas spokesman Oliver 
Brüggen told news agency 
dpa that the federation 
and 11teamsports were re- 
sponsible for the design of 
the names and numbers on 
the shirts. 
"People from around 100 
countries work at Adidas. 
Our company stands for 
the promotion of diversity 
and inclusion, and as a 
company we actively cam- 
paign against xenophobia, 
antisemitism, violence and 
hatred in all forms," Brüggen 


said. "Any attempts to pro- 
mote divisive or exclusionary 
views are not part of our val- 
ues as a brand." 
Brüggen said Adidas "strong- 


ly rejects any suggestions 
that this was our intention." 
Germany is hosting the Eu- 
ropean Championship from 
June 14 to July 14.q

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For Nelly Korda, this could be the start of a special year

Nelly Korda finally gave 
herself a break from the 
high stress, thrill-a-minute 
golf that has produced the 
best start on the LPGA in 
more than a decade and 
returned the 25-year-old 
American to No. 1 in the 
world. 
All she had to do for her third 
straight win — the longest 
streak on the LPGA since 
2016 — was overcome a 
two-shot deficit, navigate 
through 15 players who be- 
gan the final round within 
two shots of the lead and 
play bogey-free in the rain 
for a 7-under 65. 
It doesn't sound easy. Kor- 
da just made it look that 
way. 
"I think it was definitely one 
of my least stressful wins," 
Korda said after her two- 
shot victory in the Ford 
Championship outside of 
Phoenix. 
Considering the previous 
two victories, she's right. 
Korda 
won 
in 
blustery 
Florida conditions in late 
January by going bogey- 
double bogey-bogey to 
give up the lead, answer- 
ing with an eagle-birdie fin- 
ish and beating Lydia Ko in 
a playoff. Two weeks ago 
in cold, windy, miserable 
conditions along the Cali- 
fornia coast, Korda finished 
bogey-bogey, let off some 
steam and then won a 
playoff with a 10-foot birdie 
putt. 
This latest win, her 11th ca- 
reer LPGA title, looked easy 
enough that her swing 
coach, 
Jamie 
Mulligan, 
suggested it was "the most 
Tiger-like victory she's had." 
This wasn't a direct com- 
parison with Tiger Woods, 
only the manner in which 
he plays. 
"That's what it looked like 
when he won. It looked 
like he played better than 
everyone else," Mulligan 


said. "Down the stretch she 
made zero mistakes and 
capitalized with good shots 
on the harder holes. So 
even though she only won 
by a couple of shots, it was 
dominant the way she con- 
trolled it." 
One 
example 
was 
the 
300-yard 16th hole. Korda, 
tied for the lead, decided 
when she reached the tee 
to lay up with a 7-wood in- 
stead of trying to drive the 
green. She hit a controlled 
pitching wedge from 108 
yards that danced around 
the cup and set up a short 
birdie for her first lead of the 
day. It all felt so inevitable. 
Korda wasn't the only world 
No. 1 going for a third 
straight victory with the 
start of the major champi- 
onship season around the 
corner. 
Scottie Scheffler was in a 


fight that featured a half- 
dozen players over the final 
nine holes at the Houston 
Open. He nearly pulled it 
off until he misread a 5-foot 
birdie putt on the final hole 
that would have forced a 
playoff with Stephan Jae- 
ger. 
Next up for Scheffler is the 
Masters, where he is the 
biggest 
betting 
favorite 
since Woods in 2013. 
And next for Korda? 
"A beautiful, five-hour drive 
to Vegas," she said Sunday 
night, thinking more about 
an almond croissant she 
had saved for the drive 
than her latest feats. She is 
the first LPGA player since 
Ariya Jutanugarn in May 
2016 to win three straight 
starts, and the first since 
Yani Tseng in 2012 to have 
three wins before April 1. 
No joke. 


Dominance is not always 
about numbers. 
Steve Williams, the long- 
time caddie for Woods, al- 
ways thought his best golf 
was not necessarily the 
2000 season when Woods 
won the U.S. Open by 15 
shots, the British Open by 
eight and Firestone by 11 
(in the dark, no less). It was 
the mid-2000s when Woods 
was so efficient he looked 
to be on cruise control, 
and no one had much of a 
chance. 
Woods won seven straight 
on the PGA Tour from the 
middle of 2006 to the start 
of 2007, and just two of 
those wins were by five 
shots or more. 
It's far too early to contem- 
plate what Korda is capa- 
ble of doing. Her swing is as 
fine as any in golf, so effort- 
less and athletic. She putts 


like she has no pulse. 
"She might have the best 
motion in the game," Mul- 
ligan said. "She's an athlete 
making a hard game look 
easy." 
And she is healthy, which 
cannot 
be 
overstated. 
Coming off a banner 2021 
in which Korda won her 
first major and an Olym- 
pic gold medal, she had 
a blood clot in her left arm 
that required surgery and 
derailed much of her 2022 
season. She miss a month 
in 2023 with back pain and 
went winless on the LPGA, 
unable to get any momen- 
tum. 
She has loads of it now, not 
just because of how she is 
playing but her decision 
not to play. 
Korda decided to skip the 
Asia swing on the LPGA, 
meaning 
seven 
weeks 
away. She went to Prague 
for a vacation. She spent 
time with family and she 
spent time in the gym, mak- 
ing fitness a priority. 
"I enjoyed life outside of 
golf a little. Just discon- 
nected," Korda said. "To 
me, that was just like the 
perfect reset going into this 
busy schedule." 
Korda goes for No. 4 in a 
row this week in the T-Mo- 
bile Match Play at Shadow 
Creek, a course she has 
never seen. Another win 
would give her the longest 
winning streak on the LPGA 
since Lorena Ochoa won 
four in a row in 2008. 
Ochoa 
was 
simply 
dy- 
namic. She won five out of 
six times to start the 2008 
season by a combined 37 
shots. The previous year, 
she won eight times by 23 
shots. 
Korda has made it far too 
exciting for her tastes. "Nor- 
mal Nelly things," she likes 
to call it. Right now that 
means winning, and it's 
hard not to imagine her 
starting to soar.q
